it, bad been at more Expence, in cartying 
on the War, than all the reſt of the Fade- 


rato t, and ſeveral other Kingdoms and 


States bad come into the Peace, it might 
well fall under that Apellation. However 
they would not inſiſt upon 'Trifles, and ſo 
the Inſtrument aforeſaid ' was drawn up 
without any ſuch Epithet. 


The Proatins likewiſe run into the 
ſame. Meaſures of giving their Attendance 


on the Empreſs with a Congratulatory 
_ Harrangue, and they were fo implicitely 


Obedient to ſuch as had the Direction of 
Affairs, that no one amongſt that numer- 
ous Aſſembly offer'd a Word againſt it, 


but the. Young General IBER IANO, 


who objected againſt ſome Particulars in 
It, with great Judgment and Vivacity of 


_ Spirit, and diftinguiſh'd himſelf by his 


Deſcreet Behaviour in the Diet, as. inuch 


z he had by his Valour in the Field: 


But the Serpents were deaf to the Voice 
of the Charmer; and it being contrary 


to their Inſtructions from their Superi- 


ors, to give Ear to him; they ſwallow'd 
the Meafures that had been preſcrib'd to 
them; and pay'd their Congratulations 


with abundance of Formality and Cere- 


mon y. The 
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The next Thing they had to do, tho! 


their Electors had been made to believe, 
when they Choſe them, that there ſhou'd 
be no more Impoſts after the Concluſion 


of the Peace, was to raiſe Four Millions of 


Centenaties for Occaſions of State, which 


they did by ſeveral fort of Taxations, in 


which they had an Eye to their own In- 


tereſt; by leſſening that upon each Villa 


by one half. After which, under pre- 
tence of Redreſſing Grievances, ſeven ſe- 


lect Deputies, who had been appointed to 


Inſpect the Diſburſements of the Moneys 
before granted, and were a great Grie- 


vance themſelves, by the means of their 


reſpective Sallaries, were Order d to lay 
before them their ſeveral Obſervations: 


Amongſt theſe a Little Crooked Deputy, 


who had obtain'd that Employment by 


| looſe Querks of Wit, and a tolerable Ta- 


lent at Railing, which was Interpreted 
Satyr, was pick'd out to make the Report, 
which was very Long and very Trifling, 
containing nothing but Remarks not wor- 
thy of Notice, and Reflections on Things 
and Occurrences of no other uſe to the 
Publick, than to let them into the Know- 
ledge of their Willingneſs to find Fault, 
and their Inability to do it. For inſtead 
of real Abuſes they produced imaginary, 
in Relation to the Sums allotred for the 

Payment 
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Paymedt-of all the Subſiſtence of the Le 


gions, and the Mariners that man'd the 


Navigatorio : Nor were their Obſervations 
on the Management of the Scaccario, and 


other Offices, of more Importance; ſince 


they only made appear they were not 
wanting in Malice, how deficient ſoever 
they were in Means, to bring about their 
Intention by it: Becauſe the Montalti, even 


amongſt the Proatins, who would have 
laid hold on the leaſt Occaſion of bring- 


ing to Tryal any one of the other Party, 
made little Account of their Accuſations, 
and ſcarce gave it a Reading, which was 
only done for the ſake of blackening the 
Character of the moſt Knowing, and ap- 


prov'd Stateſman, the Mandarine Guartonio, 


and traducing the Reputation of a Proatin 


that was one of their own Number, and 
was no otherwiſe Blameable, than for be- 


ing of the ſame Name with Prince Mi- 
rabel, and of a Perſwaſion that favour'd 


his and the Outed Courtiers Intereſts: 


But even here they were ſhort of their 


Aim, for thoſe they could not Puniſh ſoon 
made their Innocence appear in the Eye 


of the World, and the Vote they gave 
againſt them within Doors, had no other 
Effect, than to increaſe their Friends,
